Nine hours later, they were still 
trying. The officials finally stopped them. Since neither one had been pinned, the match 
was declared a draw, and both took home silver medals. No one won the gold. 


SLAM DUNK Helsinki, Finland, 1952 and Rome, Italy, 1960 


When Jean Boiteaux of France won the 400-Meter Freestyle Swimming race in 1952, his 
dad rushed to the pool and jumped in to celebrate (left and above). And in 1960, after Crown 
Prince Constantin of Greece won a gold medal in Yachting, his mother, Queen Frederika, 
pushed him into the water while congratulating him. That same year, Italy’s Water Polo coach 
fell into the pool while taking a bow after his team won the gold.

three and a half pounds, 
and carries a quarter 
pound of fuel, which will 
burn for thirty to forty 
minutes. 


NM: How many torches 
are there? 

SS: About ten thousand, one 
for every person who’s doing 
a leg of the relay. If they want, 
they can buy the torch for $275. 


: How did you make sure 
the flame wouldn’t go out? 

}: That’s what I worried about 
most. We built a burner and 
tested it in the lab with a wind 
tunnel and a water spray. We 
couldn’t put it out. I took it home 
and put it under my shower, and 
it still wouldn’t go out. 


: What kind of safety 
problems did you have to 
take into account? 

1S: That it’s all about running 
with fire. I was worried that 
someone’s hair would catch fire. 


What other things have 
you designed? 

I’ve developed a water 
heater and a natural gas heating 
and cooling appliance.
